SAN FRANCISCO Tim Cook finally gets his 
chance to stride out from under Steve Jobs’ 
shadow, and he could not have picked a better 
time or device to mark his unofficial debut as 
Apple CEO. 

The latest generation of the iPhone— still 
the smartphone industry’s gold standard after 
four years— is expected to see the light of day 
Tuesday just in time for the holidays. 

Even in a dismal economy, consumers 
should again line up in droves for a souped- 
up device that also marks Cook’s first major 


product launch since taking over from Jobs in 
August. 

The so-called iPhone 5 is widely expected 
to have a bigger touchscreen and faster pro- 
cessor than the iPhone 4, which helped the 
company stay a step ahead of rivals in an in- 
creasingly competitive smartphone market. 

Its challenge will be to wow consumers 
with yet more game-changing innovations 
and top itself The aging iPhone 4 still is an 
unqualified blockbuster: With more than 
20 million sold in the third quarter that ended 
June 25 alone, it is likely to become the world’s 


top-selling smartphone. 

“Consumers view Apple products as a 
must-have,” said Channing Smith, co-man- 
ager of the Capital Advisors Growth Eund, 
which owns Apple shares. ‘Apple phones and 
products have become almost a necessity We 
don’t expect them to falter.” 

But the latest version of the gadget that 
helped define the smartphone category is 
coming at a time when the world economy is 
slowing and competition is at its peak. More 
than 550,000 Google Inc. Android-based de- 
vices— including tablets— are activated each

ADULT 
SLEEPOVER 


When love isn’t ready 
to live under one roof, 
it can spend the night

Spare toothbrush. Extra set of undies. A bag big enough to transport two to three of your favorite outfits. 

This is a list of must-haves if you’re part of an emerging relationship trend among 20 -somethings. 

They’re called “stayover relationships,” and they are popular among young couples, according to a recent University of Mis- 
souri Study published in the current issue of Journal of Science and Personal Relationships. 

The technical definition, according to the study respondents, who ranged in age from 18 to 29: Tbung couples who don’t live 
together, but stay overnight together from three to seven nights per week. Though there were no hard and fast percentages of 
people who fit into this group, the phenomenon was enough to get the attention of study author Tyler Jamison. 

RedEye tracked down a number of couples living this lifestyle, though none of them knew it had a name— until now. Each 
had his or her own reason for not moving in with their partners— from the newness of their relationship to past failures living 
with a partner to parental disapproval. But a Loop-based psychotherapist warned that even though stayovers may be appeal- 
ing, this type of arrangement quickly can turn into a commitment cop-out. 



“I have clients who are in their late 20s 
and up to their 30s who have been dating for 
7 to 10 years and are doing this stayover-type 
thing,” saidjinnie English, president and CEO 
of executive counseling firm International & 
Chicago Achievers. “The problem is not that 
they want their own space. The problem was 
they didn’t want to share their space with the 
person they are dating. Clearly these are cases 
of relationships that wiU not work out.” 

English said stayover relationships work 
best when commitment is brand new or if a 
couple lives far away from each other due to 
job constraints. The University of Missouri 
study suggested that reasons for stayovers in- 
cluded a desire for personal space, a need to 
avoid financial entanglements with a partner 
and uncertainty of the future of a relation- 
ship. 

Those are reasons that should be ad- 
dressed and resolved quickly for a more last- 
ing relationship, English said: “If you’re grown 


enough to play house, you should be grown 
enough for real, lasting commitment.” 

Parental views on cohabitation factor into 
Jillian Conley’s stayover relationship, though 
it was a non-factor for other couples who 
talked to RedEye and not a recurring reason 
among stayover study participants. Conley 
who lives with her parents in Cary 111 ., spends 
about five nights a week at her boyfriend’s 
River North place. 

“It’s weird,” Conley 29, said of the her par- 
ents’ views of the stayover situation. “They 
are fine with me going and coming, but if we 
did anything more official, it would obviously 
be iffy They don’t really want me moving in 
with a guy I’m not married or engaged to.” 

Zach Koutsky who lives in the Bucktown 
area, says his parents aren’t averse to him liv- 
ing with his girlfriend, but an 18 -month lease 
and other issues make that mission impos- 
sible for now 

“Sometimes it feels like we’re having a 


sleepover like little kids,” Koutsky 27, said with 
a laugh, about his frequent travels to stay at 
his girlfriend’s place in Lakeview Because she 
has a cat who recently underwent surgery she 
doesn’t often stay over at Koutsk/s place. 

“It can be a pain,” Koutsky a University of 
Illinois at Chicago grad student, said during 
a recent interview “Like today I forgot my 
contacts. Now I’ve gotta wear glasses all day 
I can’t tell you how many times I’ve forgotten 
an undershirt.” 

But it’s worth it, he said, for the opportu- 
nity to see his girlfriend several times a week. 
Living together is not an option at the mo- 
ment because of the lease. Koutsky also may 
take a leave from his urban planning studies 
and travel with President Obama’s re-elec- 
tion campaign. He recognizes this setup may 
look like living together-lite, but: “Eor us, this 
works right now,” he said. 

Conley, too, said the stayover has its ben- 
efits. 



“I get that release,” she said of her travels 
back home to her parents’ house, where she 
often does laundry over the weekend. “I don’t 
have to shave my legs for three days. His place 
is a nice size, but it’s not that big. We’re kind 
of on top of each other and it can get crowd- 
ed.” 

Some have more serious hang-ups about 
living together or marrying. 


HOW TO LIVE APART 

“The Notebook.” “The Princess Bride.” “Pretty Woman.” Now those 
are some movies that make you want to find endless love and dive 
right in.

But the love af- 
fair, and marriage, to follow is anything but adorable. In one 
scene, Cindy still moons over a college boyfriend who pum- 
meled Dean, sending Dean into a jealous rage. In another 
scene. Dean sucker punches his soon-to-be-estranged 
wife’s boss. Somebody call the couples’ counselor. 
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Christine Herrera, 23, who lives in Bridge- 
port, lived with a boyfriend once. It didn't 
work out, so she said she wants to take her 
time before mixing her living space and fi- 
nances with a longtime friend- turned-boy- 
friend, 

‘'I try not to hold the past experience 
against him,” Herrera said of her boyfriend 
of a few months* '^But there's no rush for 


it* We're still young and don't need to rush 
into living together* When my mom talks 
about how she lived with my dad at age 20, 
it's mind-boggling to me. We just see how 
relationships these days can dissolve so 
quickly” 

Koutsky— who himself once was stuck 
in a bad live-in arrangement in New York— 
agrees that stayovers, including his, must

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have an end date. 

“I would not put a hard and fast timeline 
because for each relationship, it comes dif- 
ferently, but if you are doing this for three 
years or more, you might call that into 
question,” Koutsky said* '^Doing what Fm 
doing, even Fd be looking at a relationship 
like that, asking, ^Why haven't you moved 
in?'” 


GUIDE FOR 
STAYOVERS 

Not so fast, stay over folks. 

Just because you don't technically 
live with your girlfriend or boyfriend, 
doesn't mean you don't have to work as 
hard at co-existing. 

That is but one of the tips shared 
by relationship expert Bela Gandhi, 
president and founder of the Lincoln 
Park-based Smart Dating Academy 
Gandhi, who has been married for 
14 years, advises local and national 
clients on how to prepare themselves 
for dating, online and otherwise. She 
offered advice specific to stayover rela- 
tionships, so cut this out and keep it on 
the fridge— at both stayover sites. KJt. 

D Donl storm out 

No relationship will fare well if ei- 
ther party storms out during arguments, 
according to Gandhi, but flight risk is 
even higher if you are not living together 
full time. "We don t want to become 
slaves to our words because nobody 
forgets awful things said in a fight, but 
don’t leave " Gandhi said. "Just say Tefs 
not escalate this. Let’s give it a break and 
come back in an hour.’ " In GandhLs expe- 
rience, one or both people are ready to 
apologize well before 60 minutes elapse. 

□ Agree on how long 
you will stay over 

"Talk about how long you both are will- 
ing to do this for” Gandhi advised of the 
step right before living together. "It will 
breed resentment if one person feels it’s 
going on too long Make a decision on 
this together.’' 

D Be open to deeper 
commitment fairly 
soon into the arrangement 

This is dependent upon age to some 
degree, according to Gandhi, who said 
that individuals over the age of 28 have 
no reason to date for any more than two 
years without marrying. Stayover couples 
should be engaged, rather than living in 
and out of suitcases for years on end That 
is, unless it’s cool with both people. "But 
usually, that isn’t the case,” Gandhi said

The “Occupy Wall Street” protesters ex- 
tended their rally to Brooklyn Bridge, where 
they were cited for blocking the roadway, au-

Protesters banged drums and chanted, “the 
whole world is watching” as pohce moved in. 

“Over 700 summonses and desk appear- 
ance tickets have been issued in connection 
with the demonstration on the Brooklyn 
Bridge ... after multiple warnings by police 
were given to protesters to stay on the pedes- 
trian walkway,” said Paul J. Browne, deputy 
commissioner for the New York City Police 
Department. 

Browne said authorities had warned pro- 
testers they would be arrested if they occu- 
pied the roadway 

“Some complied and took the walkway 
without being arrested,” he said. 

Bridge traffic heading to Brooklyn from 
Manhattan was shut down for several hours, 
police said. Manhattan-boxmd lanes were 
open during the incident. 

The protesters are rallying against what 
they say are social inequities resulting from 
the financial system. 

Organizers have said they take their in- 
spiration from the Arab Spring protests that 
swept through Africa and the Middle East 
this year. Crowds have taken up residence in 
the park in New York’s financial district, call- 
ing for 20,000 people to flood the area for a 
“few months.” 

The protest campaign— which uses the 
hashtag #occupywallstreet on Twitter— be- 
gan in July with the launch of a simple cam- 
paign website calling for a march and a sit-in 
at the New York Stock Exchange. 

Over the past two weeks, demonstrations 
have addressed various issues, including po- 
lice brutality, union busting and the economy, 
the group said.

■ Proponents for the ISth 
Amendment pointed to 
Chicago's Levy District as a 
prime example of alcohol's 
harmful nature. Located on the 
South Side, the Levy District 
was home to 500 saloons, 500 
brothels, 56 pool halls, 

15 gambling hallsand countless 
cocaine parlors. The 1st Ward 
alderman was in charge of this 
riotous operation. 


m Mere minutes after Prohibition 
became law. six masked bandits 
armed with pistols hijacked a 
truck and stole four cases of 
grain alcohol in Chicago, while 
another gang hijacked a truck 
loaded with bourbon and yet 
another emptied two freight 
cars loaded with whiskey. 


» The favorite drink of 
Chicagoans during prohibition 
was called "yak-yak bourbon” 
and consisted of raw alcohol 
mixed with burnt sugar and io- 
dine. Yes, iodine.

Prohibition’ shines light on Chicago’s special role in ’20s and ’30s

No city became as heated, violent and infa- 
mous in its rebellion against the decade-long 
social experiment known as Prohibition than 
Chicago. 

Directors Ken Burns and Lynn Novick ex- 
plore the city’s special role in the debate over 
the i8th Amendment to the Constitution, 
which banned the sale of alcoholic beverages 
in the US. from 1920 to 1933, in their new 
documentary, “Prohibition,” which is currently 
airing on WUPW and will be released Tuesday 
on DVD and Blu-ray. 'They use archival pho- 
tos, historians’ comments and voiceovers by 
prominent actors, including Peter Coyote’s 
narration, 

“WeVe in the job of resurrection,” Burns said 
during a recent appearance at the Chicago His- 
tory Museum, “And one of the aspects of that 
is the centrality of this city to the American 
imagination, Chicago is really the most Ameri- 



can of all cities. Sometimes the focus on the 
coastal powers can distract from that, but Chi- 
cago really is central to the American story.” 

Novick and Bums expbined how Prohibi- 
tion was pushed by an eclectic coalition of 
women’s rights groups, anti-immigrant senti- 
ment and progressive groups hoping to im- 
prove the lives of the poor, Tn the film, they 
show how the issue of alcohol blended into de- 
bates about feminism, immigration, conflicts 


between urban and rural populations and even 
World L 

“There were many alliances of convenience 
that made for strange bedfellows,” Novick 
said. 

According to Burns, the effects of Prohibi- 
tion on Chicago and American society in gen- 
eral cannot be overstated. T'he film spends a 
good chunk of time focusing on the legendary 
A 1 Capone and Chicago’s “Beer Wars,” which 
would turn the city into the Wild West for 
nearly a decade. Shootouts on Michigan Av- 
enue, speakeasies opening around the city and 
the violent deaths by “shooting, stabbing and 
bludgeoning” of dozens of gangsters became 
the norm during the ban on alcohol sales. 

“Alcohol had been a part of human history 
for a millennia,” said Novick, explaining the 
impact of the laws’ many unintended con- 
sequences, “and eradicating alcohol proved 
highly di fficult,” Stephen markiey is a rede ye speoal

» Al Capone, the man who 
would make Chicago "synony- 
mous with 'murder and may- 
hem’ for a generation ” began 
his criminal career as the chief 
enforcer for gangster Johnny 
Torio, who retired after being 
shot five times and surviving. 
Capone earned the nickname 
"Scarface" due to three horizon- 
tal slashes across his left cheek. 
He rode around the city in a 
seven-ton bulletproof Cadillac. 

» The government failed to 
connect Capone to any of the 
murders, bootlegging or other 
illegal activities for which he 
was responsible. Finally, the feds 
managed to convict Capone 
on 22 counts of income tax 
evasion, the irony being that 
the income tax existed largely 
because prohibitionists had 
needed to find a way to replace 
the lost tax revenue from ban- 
ning alcohol.

Sean Maher’s 
new out life 


Actor says he did it for 
family, but ‘The Playboy 
Club’ was perfect venue

Sean Maher’s role on “The Playboy Club” 
seems to have been tailor-made as a platform 
from which he could come out publicly as 

Not only is his character also named 
Sean, but he’s a closeted gay man married 
to a lesbian bunny who helps organize an 
underground gay rights group. On Monday’s 
episode, ‘A Matter of Simple Duplicity” 

(9 p.m., NBC), Sean, working as campaign 
manager for state’s attorney candidate Nick 
Dalton (Eddie Cibrian), suggests that Nick 
hide his affiliation with the Playboy Club and 
his relationship with Bunny Mother Carol- 
Lynn to gain votes. 

“I think it’s interesting that Sean is trying 
to hide all these aspects of Nick’s life,” Maher 
told RedEye. “He’s making a living out of 
hiding {other people’s secrets], which is what 
he does personally” 

During lunch Wednesday at Markethouse 
restaurant, Maher repeated what his char- 
acter said to Nick in last week’s episode: “It 
doesn’t matter who you are; it only matters 
what you portray” That line resonates with 
Maher because, until he came out in an En- 
tertainment Weekly article Sept. 28, he had 
portrayed a very different image of himself 
for most of his 14-year acting career. 

Although some friends, family members 
and even co-workers knew he was gay, he 
never brought up his personal life on set or 
spoke out publicly about it. But now, the 
36 -year-old Maher and Paul, his partner of 
nearly nine years, have two children, Sophia 


Rose, 4, and Liam Xavier, 14 months, whom 
they want to raise without secrets. 

“How could I tell my daughter, ‘There’s 
something about our family we’ve got to 
keep to ourselves?’ ” Maher said. “Every- 
thing that we’re instilling in her is to have 
compassion and kindness and to be confi- 
dent and to not judge and just to embrace 
who you are ... 

“I just wanted to be a good role model for 
my daughter.” 

Maher’s charade started when he moved 
to L.A. fresh out of NewTbrk University 
in 1997 and landed the coveted title role on 
Eox’s drama “Ryan Caulfield: Year One.” His 
publicist and manager at the time urged him 
to keep his sexuality a secret. 

Maher stayed in the closet, going so far as 
to let people believe that a female friend of 
his was his girlfriend and hitting on women 
when going out with castmates of the TV 
series “The Street.” But keeping his secret 
became so exhausting that after “Eirefly” 
was canceled in December 2002, he decided 
to quit acting. Then, in April 2003, friends 
persuaded him to go to a “rather large gay 
event” that changed his life. He met Paul, 
who he says inspired him to stay in Holly- 
wood and pursue his dreams. Maher slowed 
down professionally and began to relax. He 
reveled in his new relationship. 

“I hadn’t had that in my life for a really 
long time. It was so exhilarating and wonder- 
ful,” he said. “He’s an extraordinary person 
and I love him tremendously Einally for the 
first time in seven years I just focused a little 
more on my life.” 

Maher began thinking about coming out 
about two years ago when he started working 
again after taking time off to be a stay-at- 
home dad. Then “The Playboy Club” came 
along. 



“I got this part and it just seemed almost 
too perfect,” he said of the Chicago-filmed 
series, in which he’s been completely honest 
about who he is, and is thrilled with the reac- 
tion to his coming out. 

“The response has been just extraordi- 
nary,” he said, adding that he expected to get 
support from fans and co-stars, but not from 
so many other people in the industry ‘A lot 
of casting directors and studio executives, a 
lot of people behind the scenes in our indus- 
try have reached out to me or my manager to 
say congratulations ... and that they will only 
fight harder for me now” 

Maher said that he would be honored to 
become an advocate for the gay community 


and equality in general, but the biggest rea- 
son for coming out is his family He says the 
two years he didn’t work to be with Sophia 
were enlightening. 

“I always say that my daughter has been 
my greatest teacher. She was such a strong 
part in all of this,” he said of his decision to 
come out. “She, of course, has no idea be- 
cause she’s 4. But if I could just explain to her 
the decision that I made {was for her], I hope 
that she would be proud of me.”
